FOR COLD FAILS 


New York Abandons the 
Use of Gas. 


New York, Nov. 29.—Treatment of 
respiratory diseases by chlorine gas 
has been discarded here by the depart- 
ment of health, as worthless in most 
instances and harmful in some, it was 
anhounced today. 

Cessation of use of the gas treat- 
ment, which was carried on in two city 
clinics from June 1 to Aug. 1, is an- 
nounced in a report submitted to the 
health commissioner by Dr. Louis IL 
Harria, director of the bureau of pre 
ventable diseases. The report says 
that of 671 cases given the chlorine 
treatment only 6.5 per cent of the 506 
patients who answered questionnaires 
were benefited. 

The two gas clinics were established 
here after Drs. Sawyer and Vedell of 
the United States Medical department, 
reported that in their experiments 71.4 
per cent of 931 patients had been 
treated successfully. 

The health department asserts that 
the treatment is actually harmful in 
asthma, hay fever, and tubercular 
infections. In whooping cough, the 
report says, the result was beneficial, 
but there was no proof that it was 
more so than a number of other ac-} 
cepted remedies would have been.

U.S. TAKES FIRST 
STEP TO DEPORT 
PONZI AT TRIAL 


‘Residence in Nation Is 


Questioned. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 29.—Charles 
Ponzi, whose promise of profits of “50 


per cent in forty-five days” four years 
ago attracted capital aggregating, it 
was said, $9,000,000, was arrested and 
given a hearing today before the immi- 
gration authorities on a charge that he 
was in the United States illegally. 

Deportation proceedings against 
Ponzi are to be started at once, the 
immigration authorities said. 

Charges Not Made Public. 

The warrant on which Ponzi was ar- 
rested charges only that he is in the 
country in violation of the law. De- 
tailed charges Gould not properly be 
made public at this time, Immigration 
Commissioner John FP. Johnson said 
today. 

Included in the investigation by the 
immigration authorities was a record 
Jf Ponzi’s conviction for smuggling 
aliens into the United States from 
Canada, for which he received a sen- 
tence of two years in a federal prison, 
a conviction and three year sentence 
for forgery at Montreal in 1908, and 
evidence presented when he was con- 
victed of using the mails to defraud 
in connection with his sensational 
scheme of 1920. Convicted on the lat- 
ter charge, he was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment; of which he 
served three and a half years.

Value of Estate Unknown.

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A group of officers at headquarters 
in Washington quietly set about gath- 
éring together all of the maps that 
might be of any use, data regarding 
landing fields throughout the whole 
world, full information as to climatic 
conditions from the Arctic circle to 
the equator and from Greenland to 
Arabia, as well as every other odd bit 
of information that might be of the 
slightest value in attempting this 
most ambitious of all adventures, 

Among other things, the air service 
had to get the consent of twenty-two 
foreign governments over which the 
American air cruisers hoped to wing 
their way. Nor was this consent to 
be gotten with a mere wave of the 
hand. For instance, the bolshevists 
said “ Nothing doing” so far as land- 
ing in their territory was conéerned. 
And it took months to convince the 
Japanese that it would be safe to allow 
American military aviators to fly over 
their land. They seemed to have the 
notion at first that the whole affair 
might be a clever Yankee way of find- 
ing out just how the land of Nippon 
could: best be attacked by air. 

The original world flight committee 
in Washington was made up‘of Capts. 
Lorenzo Snow and W. D. Volandt, and 
Lieuts. R. J. Brown, St. Clair Streett, 
Erik Nelson and Clarence 8. Crumrine. 
Brown was chairman, and all agree 
who had anything to do with the world 
flight that no one is more entitled to 


credit for the success of the great 


adventure than he. 
Revise Route of Rivals. 

A careful study of world wide 
climatic conditions convinced Brown 
and Streett that the sanest way would 
bo for the American airmen to fly 
around the world in exactly the op- 
posite direction to that which had been 
taken by the aviators of all other coun- 
tries. That is, to fly west instead of 
east, in order to be able to tackle the 
Atlantic hop via Iceland, Greenland, 
and Labrador during the summer. 

Then the next problem was to find 
a suitable plane—a ship really capable 
of doing far more than anything that 
might be required of it. 

Out at Santa Monica, in California, 
there was a persistent young Scots- 
man named Donald Douglas, who had 
designed a special torpedo seaplane 
for the navy several years before, a 
plane that had proved successful. both 
for land and sea flying. It had so

the world flight. In fact, Nelson went

DRAFTING INDUSTRY IN 
WAR TIME. 


Several measures and we think at least one 
amendment of the constitution to be considered 
by congress are the result of war profiteering. 
Their object is good. Their expediency is moré 
than doubtful. 


in war time, no less than men, who would deny 
the principle? When men are giving their lives 
for the common cause, who would deny that mens 
property shall be laid on the altar likewise? The 
soldier goes off to the front, to make the supreme 
sacrifice, or at best to endure the perils and priva- 
tions of military service. The civilian remains at 
home safe and living in the main with the con- 
veniencés and comforts of life. He may be carry- 
ing on business as usual, getting ahead while the 
soldier may be losing ground. Is it not intolerably 
unfair that sorme men shall be making their for- 
tunes while otherg,are fighting and dying for a 
common cause? 

It is, of course, unfair, and-if any measure can 
be devised to prevent it without injuring not only 
the cause but the very meh to whom we wish .to 
do justice, let us by all means get that measure 
enacted. 

But it is also advisable to see to it that we do 
not make matters worse by trying to reach our 


YObjective by the wrong route. It is easy to say 
industry must be drafted as well as men, but it" 


by drafting industry we mean that when war 
comes all the industry of the country shall be 
taken over by the government to prevent profits 
from being made, we want to turn that proposi- 
tion over carefully before we adopt. it. 

In war time the all important thing is victory 
and as soon as it can be won. To that end the 
nation at war must devélop in the shortest pos- 
sible time the highest degree of productive effi- 
ciency. Economy in the peace sense, desirable as 
it is at any time, must give way’ to the urgent 
needs of war efficiency. If government manage 
ment meant low costs, which it does not usually, 
still it could not justify itself unless it could sup- 
rly the fighting men with all they need as promptly 
2s private management. It would be mighty little 
consolation to the doughboy freezing and hungry 
in his trench to know that the government had 
drafted industry to prevent profiteering and was 
therefore slow in getting him food or clothing 
or ammunition. | 

Profiteering in war is a detestable expression 
of human self seeking and fit ought to be prevented 
or Checked so far as it is possible without sacri- 
ficing the efficiency of supply and the safety and 
comfort of the men at the front. To take in- 
dustry out of the control of its owners and man- 
agers and manage it without loss of efficiency 
would be a task which no government could ac- 
complish, and its failure or shortcoming would 
fall heaviest upon the fighting men. Bad as pri- 
vate profiteering is, wrong as it is, it is not as 
bed, as wrong, as saving money at the expense 
of the soldier. We have to pay for it later in tax- 
ation and other ways, but it is better to do that, 
if it cannot be avoided, than to make the soldiers 
pay for it in privations or increased danger at 
the front. 

So it is up te us who want to prevent selfish- 
ness and greed from exploiting the nation in its 
time of need to study ways of doing it which will

railroad material. 

The amount of raflway material sub- 
jected to preservative treatment in- 
creased in 1923 to almost three-fold what 
it was in 1908, the total for the former 
year being 224,375,468 cubic feet of tim- 
ber, including 63,610,175 -ties (United 
States department of agriculture). 

Mr. R. H. Aishton, president American 
Railway association, speaking before the 
forest conservation conference in Wash- 
ington last week, said: 


“The railways have been actively en- 
gaged for years on every phase of the 
problem of wood preservation. In fact, 
it is not too much to say that they have 
beenethe leaders in the movement. Such 
a statement finds its support, among 
other things, in the fact that $0 per cent 
of all the lumber which is treated each 
year in the United States is railway lum- 
ber—that is, utilized by or for the rail- 
ways in their construction and mainte- 
nance work.” 

Why single out the railways for attack, 
when all other industries combined are 
responsible for only 10 per cent of the 
actual advance in timber treatment.

The president will take office tn the 
huge national stadium, capable of hold- 
ing nearly 100,000, in the presence of 
the national congress, and a brilitant 
audience, comprising diplomats, army 
officers, magistrates of the supreme 
court, the press, state governors, city 
and federal district officials, and mem- 
bers of the national chamber of com- 
merce, 

The vast auditortum will be filled 
with people of all nationalities. The 
stadium will be open at 11 o'clock in 
the morning. President Obregon and 
President-elect Calles, accompanied by 
a guard of honor, composed of stu- 
dents of the military academy and a 
battalion of the line, will reach the 
stadium at noon, when the simple 
ceremony of the administration of the 
oath of office will take place immedi- 
ately. 

Monday and Tuesday various func- 
tions will be held in honor of Presi- 
dent Obregon. 

Crowded With Americans. 

Probably never before has this capi- 
tal been so crowded with Americans 
to witness any civic ceremony. The 
hotels are crowded to capacity, and 
English is on all tongues.

The midshipmen had calculated on 
everything but the kick of the old 
Army mule. They had charted every- 
thing but the talented toe of Cadet 
Edgar Garbisch, captain of the West 
Point eleven, citizen of Washington, 
Pa., and drop kicker extraordinary. 
Over the right foot of Garbisch the 
midshipmen stumbled to their doom, 
while Calvin Coolidge and the great- 
est of, all Army-Navy crowds looked 
on.

ists traveling to and from their homes 
for the week-end -holiday might be 
served. . 

Normally the bridge will be open 
for traffic twenty-four hours every day 
in the year, which will constitute a 
great convenience to motorists at night 
when some of the ferries are not run- 


| down. 

The bridge will supply a much need- 
ed artery for the movement of traffic 
to and from New England, and will 
make it conveniently possible for the 
many thousands of motorists to move 
in and out of New York City to points 
in western New York, upper New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania, without expert- 
encing delays in crossing the Hudson. 

The bridge is located approximately 
three and one-half miles north of 
Peekskill and about fifteen miles south 
of Newburgh, the actual crossing be- 
ing between Anthony’s Nose on the 
east side and Fort Montgomery on the 
west side. 

On the east side of the Hudson river 
the bridge is approached via the Al- 
bany Post road, state highway No. 6, 
until Annsville is reached. There the 
motorist diverges over the Roa Hook 
road, which runs to the National 
Guard encampment grounds.

He was always changing his act. One season he would devote 
himself exclusively fo subtle coin and card tricks, masterpieces of 
manipulation, which is the poetry of the Black Art. The next year 
he would give an exhibition of his skill as a “ self-liberator,” escap- 
ing from handcuffs, shackles, chains, straitjackets. and other ut 
pleasant forms of imprisonment, Then he would return with some 
fantastic illusion of his itivention, full of stage properties, incanta- 
tions, and mystification, such as the levitation of pretty ladies who 
floated in the air’without visible means of support, and the decapita- 
tion of Hindu boys whose heads promptly grew on again, facing 
backward. Having thus astonished the natives, he would devote his 
next tour to sharpshooting. knife throwing and wire walking. He 
repeated himself occasionally, of course, but when you consider the 
highly intensive specialization of most vaudeville entertainers, he 


seemed exceedingly various and gutable. 

Marco was indeed marvelous. ‘There was, however, one forn, 
of trickery in which he never indulged—he never did a hypnotie act, 
although such affairs were extremely popular during the period i ip 
which he flourished. Marco’s modesty on this point was 
when you consider what the stage manager had to tell about him. 

“A great performer, and never tight when it came time to tip.

HE Marveleus Marco flourished for years as a Big Time Head- 
F liner. He was a veteran at the height of his power and the peak 
of his salary, a man of influence in the booking offices and of pres- 
tige on the circuits, when the Miraculous Maximilian arose out of no- 
where, like a skyrocket, to disturb his peace of mind. 

Maximilian was an upstart who had been lucky enough to catch 
the rising tide of salaries at its flood. He had something new to 
offer; the public rose furiously to the novelty, and in one season he 
ran his price per week up to the point that Marco had achieved only 
after years of struggle. It is natural that experience shall bite its lip 
bitterly when youth $cores too rampant a success; and Marco, be- 
sides being human, was one kind of an actor. 

Then there was the little matter of their names: Maximilian had 
obviously patterned his after Marco’s, endeavoring to improve upon 
the title. His “ Miraculous ” seemed to condescend to Marco’s “ Mar- 
velous ” in a way that amounted to a professional insult. Marco was 
perhaps supersensitive on this point ; but when Maximilian began to 
announce his triumphs and his prosperity with flamboyant advertise- 
ments in the journals of the vaudeville’ trade, actually exalting him- 
self above the Marvelous Marco in boldface black and white, the 
cause for offense was patent to the world. Maximilian was plainly 
stepping on Marvo’s toes, with much deliberation, and the latter had 
cause to declare a feud. 

So before he ever saw the Miraculous Maximilian, Marco had 
learned to hate that young man and had brewed in his spleen—an 
organ which is largey and more active in the theatrical anatomy than 
in any other variety of the human species—a burning distaste for 
his name, his works, and his admirers. Whenever Maximilian was 
mentioned in Marco’s presence he spat out the word “ Miraculous!” 
as if ejecting something nauseous; and nobody laughed, because 
Marco’s anger was not to be treated lightly. There was nothing un- 
usual, for vaudeville folk, in Marco’s attitude; such cordial detesta- 
tions of rivals in the craft are a part of the game. ‘* 

It quickly became known, from New York to San Francisco and 
back again, in all the theaters, hotels, and Pullman cars where the 
Big Timers and the Small Timers met and exchanged the gossip of 
their gypsy life, that old Marco was young Max’s chronic foe. The 
hostility was talked about for almost a full season before the rivals 
came face to face. It was many months, however, before their trails 
actually crossed, because there was no chance of two such headliners 
ever being booked on the same bill. But they locked horns finally. 
as that old stage manager knew, and with such peculiar results that 
even Ben, grizzled cynic in the customsand accidents of “ this ‘busi- 
ness,” was astonished and perplexed. 

From a technical point of view the Miraculous Maximilian could 
hardly be called a competitor of the Marvelous Marco. He was in 


no sense a follower or imitator of Marco’s line of work. He belonged 


to a different category of tricksters. His act was a variation of the 
“mind reading ” specialty, now so familiar, adroitly conceived and 
executed, It was a yery happy stroke, really a tour de force, of en- 
tertainment. Maximilian deserved the credit for its invention, but 
he was to be praised as an acute showman rather than an artist. Mme. 
Miranda, his partner, was the important figure in the act, although 
Max got all of the publicity and most of the money. |

atrical dignity—it was an opulent purple in color, proudly blazoned

There, under 
a library lamp, sat Maximilian, looking like a dapper barber posing 
as a poet, with a mass of damp, frizzy hair and.a pale, sweet profile, 
dressed like a well known clubman after dinner. He was thought- 
fully reading a weighty tame from a magician’s library, leather- 
bound and ancient. Presently he intoned a sentence or two in this 
vein: 
“Such was the mystic art of soul speech as practiced by the 
Chaldean star gazers, the Hindu monastics, Zoroaster, the Persian 
prophet, and other sages of the East.. It is known to modern stu- 
dents of psychical research under the name of telepathy.” 

Then he closed the book with a solemn thump, clapped his hands 
together, and called out sharply: “Come fofth, my soul mate! 
Come forth, Miranda!” 

The draperies at the back of the stage parted, and there stood 
Miranda in a lighted niche, as still as a statue in a shrine. Maxi- 
milian took her reverently by the hand and led her down to the 
apron of the stage, where the spotlight blazed strongly upon her. 

She was costumed and made up after Trilby in Du Maurier’s 
illustrations—the Trilby of the concert stage, as she sang under 
Svengali’s baton. The long period of Trilby’s vogue was not yet 
over, and the audience recognized the portrait immediately. She 
was tall and slender, her figure had the Du Maurier flow of line, and 
the likeness was striking. There was one variation of detail, how- 
ever; her eyes were bandaged. 

Then Maximilian began his talk, crisply and with good effect 
of elocution. He was about to give the greatest demonstration of 
telepathy the world had ever known.

out sacrificing strength or durability. 


Several things go to make up for this 
low construction cost. As mentioned 
before, only a part of the basement 


is excavated, which is in itself a de- 
cided saving. Then the side walis are 
long, straight lines, without alcoves, 
bays, etc.. which makes their erec- 
tion quick and easy. One chimney is 
utilized for the heating plant, the fire 
place, and the kitchen range, making 
another saving. As this one chimney 
is on the inside, common building brick 
is used in place of the expensive faced 
brick necessary when the chimrey is 
run up on the outside. The small por- 
tion of the chimney exposed above the 
roof should, of course, be built of bet- 
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the house, but this additional cost is 
not great. 

ln speaking of economy, a word of 
warning should be given to the pros- 
pective builder who is inexperienced in 
such matters. Do not permit any one 
to induce you to use poor materials or

Things Are Different Over There. 

It is the more astonishing, because nineteen-twentieths 
of their arguments are high calibered bunk. They speak 
about diction, which they do not mean in the least—and do 
not know that they do not mean it. What they mean is 
enunciation. Diction-enunciation, it would seem, is so ¢va- 
nescent a thing that its foreign aroma is entirely lost by 
translation. So the Chicago Civic Opera company, for one, 
gives “ Jewess,” a French opera in Italian, and “ Boris 
Godunoff,” 2 Russian opera, also in Italian except for the 


title part, which Feodor Chaliapin continues to sing in its 


original. 

Continentals apparently are not so concerned over these 
“ert” questions. They maintain a curious desire to tinder- 
stand what is going on. They demand—and get—operas in 
their own language. They seem to prefer their own operas, 
but when one comes from another land they insist upon a 
translation. Mrs. Archibald Freer, chairman of the Ameri- 
can Opera society, mails this department a heated protest 
from Il Teatro of Milan against permitting “ Péliéas et Me- 
ligande ” to be given in French at La Scala. “ Foreign works 
when accepted should be sung only in Italian; it would be 
even better to accept no alien operas and to keep La Scala 
exclusively a national institution.” 

There can be no doubt that American opera as an institu- 
tion, has’ been delayed if. not blighted by public indifference 
to. the and this though the taste. of the most

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HE scientific investigation of migration is greatly com- 
plicated by the difficulties of making observations. It is 


not now believed that the greater part of migration — 


takes place at immense altitudes and at an accelerated 
rate of flight which makes enormous journeys possible for 
birds in a single night. Nevertheless, it remains true that a 
great deal of migration is nocturnal, and that, for other rea- 
sons also, it is difficult to observe. At certain times and places, 
however, much migratory flight can be actually observed. 
We have, for example, this recent description of the passage 
of swallows on Heligoland: “ All through the forenoon, as we 
sat in the autumn sunshine near the narrow northern apex of 
the island, the swallows came in over the sea from the north- 
east in the teeth of a southerly gale. No large flocks were 
seen; but, on the other hand, scarcely a minute elapsed with- 
out the arrival of a fresh party of from half a dozen to a score 
of birda. They seemed to fly low over the sea, but rose as they 
approached to the level of the cliff tops. We could not 
make them out at any distance, for the observer can find no 
worse background for small birds than gray, moving water. 
The stream was continuous and the direction unvarying, 60 
far as we could judge. Each party rose to our level on the 
top of the north point, flew unhesitatingly along the western 
side of the island, and disappeared again at the southwest- 
ern corner. Not one in a hundred quitted this line or stopped 
to eirele round; none seemed inclined to break their journey 
80 garly in the day, in spite of the contrary elements.

The Purpose Served by Mi 
IGRATION must serve some good purpose and be of ad- 
vantage to the species which possess the habit. It is, 
indeed, an expensive habit, involving the perpetuation of a 
complex instinct, the output of a large amount of energy, and 
the facing of great risks and a heavy mortality: these factors 
would surely be enough to wipe out a species in the keen 
struggle for existence: did not some great compensating 
advantage also accrue. For the departure of many birds on 
the approach of winter we can perhaps’ see good reason, 
probably not so much in mere cold itself but in the decrease 
in food supply, in the freezing of ground and water, and in 
the shortened hours of daylight. In the return from the sotth 
in the spring we may see an expression of a need for expan- 
sion during the breeding season—to obtain more room, gbun- 
dance of nesting sites, and fresh sources of food supply. 
We must distinguish carefully between reasons and causes 
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which manifests itself year after year in «4 unilorm manner 
and without any remarkably close conformity to immediate ' 
conditions. For an explanation of this ancient origin of the. 
instinct we should doubtless look to the former history of 
birds for some more compelling circumstance capable of 
initiating the habit which is still maintained. Some have 
supposed that the last glacial epoch, or great ice age, may 
have driven birds gradually southwards, and after a long 
time allowed them to return gradually northwards: but dur- 
ing the second phase, it is thought, they would come north 
only for the summer and return in between to the alterna- 
tive home they had learnt to know. Others have imagined 
birds as originating in the south and gradually extending 
their range in search of fresh feeding grounds for the hungry 
mouths of the breeding season, going further and further 
each summer, but always returning in winter to the original 
cradle of the race. ' 

If we admit that the immediate seasonal changes are in- 
sufficient in themselves to cause migration, beginning so early 
in each autumn as it does, we must yet invoke them to some 
extent to complete the other theory. if migration is an an- 
cient habit, annually reborn, there must still be some imme- 
diate factor stimulating the latent instinct. Events not in 
themselves of sufficient strength as causes may yet serve

Changes were made in inductance 
each night of the tests—Litz windings 
being tried out on Wednesday night 
end four inch diameter windings, with 
a split secondary, in the radio fre 
quency transformer, on Thursday 
night, No. 16 wire then being em- 
ployed. This provided such a sharp set 
and one so difficult to handle that it 
really was useless on distance work. 
lt was ready for listening over at 10:45, 
hence little chance was had to dis- 
cover how very sharp it the in- 
tervening fifteen minutes ng spent 
in getting the two condenser dials in 
step and arranging for the “ big trial.” 
Four stations were heard very faintly, 
but each was lost in attempts to bring 
them up. Anyhow, the split secondary 
is gone foverer, so far as Ranger tests 
are concerned. 

Cheaper Wire Good. 

Summing up, one must take into 
condiseration reception conditions on 
the various nights. Tuesday was the 
peer all around; Wednesday was fairly 
good, with Thursday poor. Thus Lits 
wire, used on Wednesday night, had a 
harder job than No. 20 DCC employed 
Tuesday. Litz did not do so well, as) 
the results measured the game as 
those on Thursday, when stations wert 
heard too indistinctly to be sure evet 
that they were European stations. 

Allowing for bad reception, it seems 
that the difference stands in favor of 
the cheaper wire, when cost is taken 
into consideration.

The announcement of the engage 
ment of Miss Elizabeth Sewall Cope- 
land, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Lowell 
Copeland of Michigan City, Ind., for-

Chicago, arouses in this champion of 
Chicago’s great and glorious past a 
more than usual keen interest. 

Miss Copeland is the granddaughter 
of the late Samuel Sewall] Greeiey, in 
his day one of the most delightful and 
genial men who ever gave character 
and quality to social life in Chicago. 
He was born in 1824, which would 
make him, were he alive now, 100 
years old. 

Miss Copeland’s mother was the 
child of his later years. He was gradu- 
ated from Harvard in 1844, and at the 
time of his death could write O. L. G. 
after his name (meaning oldest living 
graduate) had they any such degree. 

He came to Chicago in 1854. He and 
Mr. Harold Gregory, both Harvard 
men, and the only ones here at that 
time, used to meet each spring in the 
name of their alma mater at a little 
North Clark street festaurant—the sol- 
itary one of its kind here at that time 
—and eat ripe strawberries. Other 
Harvard men joined them, and from 
that sprang the present Harvard club 
of Chicago. 

Mr. Greeley was a charter member 
of the Chicago Literary club. He also 
was the first surveyor in Chicago of 
his tinje, and laid out most of the city 
as it now is. He was a friend of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and also he used to tell 
about knowing in his youth an old man 
who was wont to describe to him the 
first pair of long trousers ever worn in 
this country, a remarkable event which 
happened in 1765. They were worn by 
an Englishman just come from far 
away England to inspect the colonies. 
He walked across Boston Common 
wearing these strange, new garments, 
at that time called tubes, and he was 
almost mobbed by the multitude who 
up to then had never imagined any- 
thing but knee breeches as a garment 
for male legs. Violent opposition 's

The market in general or that of any 
stock in particular may have reached the 
top already or it may not. Nobody can 
tell this. Some day the peak will be 
reached and a decline may set in. This 
may occur any day or may have occurred 
before this goes to press. If the exact 
day were known every one would know 
Just when to sell. As it is, many will 
hol don too long and ses their paper 
profits diminish.
